Washington, Dec. 22—(JP)— 'The 
possibility of a second and more 
severe wave of influenza following 
the present outbreak, was discuss­ 
ed today by public health officials 
who began considering plans for 
studying the situation at first hand 
with a view of preventing such an 
occurence. 
While their program for this was 
not completed, federal authorities 
indicated they would seek to add 
to their knowledge of the disease 
through both laboratory and field 
studies. 
These studies would be 
carried on by public health officers 
in several representative areae in 
various parts of the country. 
“The percentage of cases In the 
United States for the week ending 
December 15,” It was said, “was 
as greet as it was at the peak of 
the epidemic of 1920.”

POCKET VETO 
IS REVIEWED 


Congress Seeks Opinion 
on Political Mea­ 
sure “Trap” 


Washington, Dec. 22—(jP)—The 
question 
whether 
the 
president 
killed the Muscle Shoals bill or al­ 
lowed it to become law by failing 
to eign It at the end of the last 
session of congress still was unde­ 
cided today after a department of 
Justice memorandum on pocket ve­ 
toes was transmitted to congress. 
The 99-page statement, dated last 
October IO, and forwarded to the 
house with a brief letter of trans­ 
mittal by the president, contained 
no conclusions and merely went 
into the history of bills sent to the 
president within less than ten days 
of adjournment of congress and re­ 
maining unsigned, 
instances were 
cited as far back as 1815 where 
such measures were not allowed to 
become law, but the only reference 
to Muscle Shoals was the fact that 
the measure still was at the White 
House with a penciled memoran­ 
dum, “pocketed,” attached. 
Lewis Deadlier, hous© paralia- 
mentarian, expressed the opinion, 
however, that the "weight of the 
cases and precedents cited tends 
to bear out the conclusion that a 
bill not signed within the ten days 
limitation as prescribed by tho fed­ 
eral constitution, does not become 
law, irrespective of whether the 
ten-day limitation is at the final 
adjournment of 
congress 
or be 
tween sessions of congress.” 
In Three Places. 
The Muncie Shoals bill was re­ 
ceived at the White House May 26, 
1928, three days before congress 
adjourned. 
Senator Norris, Repub­ 
lican, Nebraska, has contended that 
congress was merely 
in 
recess

The habitual criminal law, as 
has previously been pointed out 
in this column, was not aimed 
a t dry law violators, but at gun- 
swinging predatory 
criminals—

bandits. The fourth felony makes 
a life term mandatory for four 
felony convictions, extreme care 
should be exercised in 
defining 
felonies. 
We believe the legisla­ 
ture should take certain offenses 
out of the felony class, including 
the offense of liquor law violation 
iii its lighter phases— mere pos­ 
session of liquor at least.

Dr. Hilton Ira Jones, research 
chemist, gave a little picture of 
it in a recent speech in Chicago. 
He told of a new gas—cacodyl 
lftocyauide— which is in the pos­ 
session of all the great powers of 
the world, and which is so deadly 
that it makes all 
other 
gasses 
previously used in warfare look 
mild and harmless. 
It would de­ 
stroy a whole army as quickly as 
a man snuffs out a candle. 
F ur­ 
thermore, It would not simply In­ 
capacitate its victims— it 
would 
kill, 
outright, 
everyone 
who 
whiffed it. 
“ War, if It comes again and is 
to be a war of extermination, will 
never be fought with 
shot 
and 
shell,” said Dr. Jones. 
“ It can't 
he, for it is much rhea per to de­ 
stroy life on the wholesale with 
ibis new gas. 
It may be manu­ 
factured at the rate of thousands 
of tons a day and it costs much 
less than powder and cannon. Yet 
It will destroy more armies, more 
thoroughly, more effectively aud 
more quickly.” 
He showed a new metal, twice 
as strong as steel .but light as 
cork in weight. 
An airplane, us­ 
ing engines made of this, could 
carry untold quantities of the new 
gas. 
Furtherm ore, the airplane 
could be made of still 
another 
new material which is practically 
invisible against a 
light 
back­ 
ground, such as sky or 
clouds 
And he asks us to imagine a na­ 
tion, using such airplanes to drop 
tons of bombs containing the new 
gas on armies and cities. 
Of all tho 
frightful 
pictures 
which have been given to a con­ 
fused modern world, this one is 
tile fr ig h tf u lly . 
Science is a strange thing. 
It 
is only within tho last few 
de­ 
cades that man has become fami 
liar with it; but already it 
has 
worked miracles. 
It has wiped 
out space and time, obliterated 
pestilences, placed In our hands 
tools with which we can literally 
rem ake the world within the- next 
half a century; and we use it, not 
to build, but to give us a weapon 
with which we can destroy our­ 
selves by the million? 
There is no use talking about 
pacifism, 
militarism 
or 
allied 
subjects; mankind simply cannot 
afford to let loose on itself an­ 
other large-scale war, 
A repeti­ 
tion of th e last war, for instance, 
would probably destroy European 
civilization. 
In 
sheer 
self-de­ 
fense, we must find some other 
method of settling our troubles. 
War la altogether too dangerous.

Havana (/P)—Special 
seals 
de­ 
signed to distinguish true Havana 
cigars from the bogus 
hereafter 
will ornament all containers of 
Cuban tobacco 
products destined 
for export trade. 
The Cuban National Tabacco De­ 
fense commission for a year or 
more has 
been 
receiving 
com­ 
plaints that bogus Havana tobacco 
products have been flooding the 
market in the United States to the 
detriment of Cuban trade. 
The commission sought govern­ 


ment approval for special sea’s, 
believing their absence from con­ 
tainers will warn smokers the prod* 
uct Is spurious. 
Hereafter, green 
stamps, 
six 
inches long and one to two Inches 
wide will be placed on boxes con­ 
taining approved Havana products* 
They will bear the official seal of 
the government of Cuba, the words 
’’Republica de Cuba” and “Sello do 
Garantia Nacional de Procedencia.” 
the series number and the author­ 
ity.

IV IN G , as we do, in an age 
of prolific book publishing 
and book reading, it does 
not take the average family long 
to find it has completely out­ 
grown the confines of its original 
bookcase.

P E R H A P S one of the most 
surprising of the utility con­ 
trivances was the combination of 
umbrella stand with book shelves.

The top­ 
most surface provided a table, a big step below 
was seating space and, under these, book shelves 
and wide drawers found adequate housing. 
W ith the increased production of four-in-one 
articles of this description one can readily visualize 
n new vogue in bookcases.

Many stores, in advertising their Christmas wares, put in 
really remarkable window displays, comprising mechanically

clerks during the rush 
of Christmas shoppers. 
The force of “back­

ment stores has as many as 12,000 employes during the zenith 
of holiday buying. 


TLJORE than a few big stores operate special pre-Christmas 
service departments to lessen the strain on the shopper 
who shrinks at the thought of plunging into the madding 
crowd when it is at its maddest. 
Some stores are particularly kind to bewildered bachelors 
who are in a quandary what to give their friends, more particu­ 
larly their feminine friends. 
These stores have what they call 
personal service shoppers with whom the bachelors consult. 
After a session with one of these “shoppers,” who are trained

The person who avails himself or herself of the services of 
the gift guild secretary merely 611s out a form with the names of 
the persons to whom he wishes to send gifts. 
The secretary then sends to each of the favored friends a 
letter inviting them to check oo an enclosed list of articles which 
would be most acceptable to them as Christmas gifts. 
The 
name of the giver is not. of course, mentioned in connection 
with this query. 
The replies are sent to the secretary in special envelopes and, 
when all the dope is in, the prospective giver is notified and 
comes to the store to look over his friends’ choices and buy 
presents that he knows beyond the slightest doubt wit! be rn me 
“just what I wanted” class.

vague oratory, foolish squabbles 
and boree play. 
The house, nat­ 
urally, is the worst offender, be­ 
cause It bas nearly three times 
as many members as the senate. 
This involves three times 
more 
bills Introduced — possibly 
the 
ratio is greater because 
house 
members seem to have a greater 
passion for 
introducing 
meas­ 
ures—and much more than three 
times as much oratory. For some 
reason, a long speech in the sen­ 
ate is an occasion. 
In the house 
a short speech Is set apart by its 
rarity. 
Ming believes the 
legislature 
should be able to adjourn not la­ 
ter than April I— and 
in 
any 
event by April 15. 
Every state 
official and nearly every 
member 
of the legislature 
agrees. 
The 
question is, how 
to 
bring 
it 
about. 
It la probable that both 
house and senate will he urged to 
set a final date for the introduc­ 
tion of bills, which will leave am­ 
ple time to consider and 
dispose 
of them. 
The trouble will be In getting 
the members to abide 
by 
date- 
setting resolution, once 
it 
has 
been adopted. 
It will be strange 
indeed if some members do not 
discover, after the final date for

The last legislature enacted a

fund. 
The fund has been contin­ 
ued during the past

years, 
mainly on nerve, for there was no 
law 
authorising it. That defect 
will probably be repaired by

coming legislature.
